Vaccination  against  smallpox  has  been  fairly  satisfactory,  but  the  risk  of 
smallpox  is  still  -with  us,  particularly  as  the  risk  of  a severe  outbreA  my

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Further  preventive  measures  have  been  approved  during  the  year,  and  the 
Local  Health  Authority  has  offered  to  the  Council  the  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  and  also  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  on  an  agency 
basis,  similar  to  the  present  scheme  of  vaccination  and  immunisation.  With 
regard  to  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  this  scheme  was  well  publicised 
and  as  a result,  some  300  children  between  the  ages  of  2 years  and  10  years 
were  registered.  Owing  to  the  very  limited  supplies  of  vaccine,  some  30 
children  were  protected.  This  scheme  has  been  reopened  in  1957  and  now  there 
are  some  1 ,300  children  awaiting  vaccination. 

The  scheme  for  protection  by  B.C.G.  vaccine  against  tuberculosis  was 
approved  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  it  running  in  1957.  The  children  to  be 
protected  against  tuberculosis  are  of  the  13  year  old  age  group  and  it  is  hoped 
thereby  to  ensure  that  eventually  most  school  leavers  will  be  protected  against 
this  disease,  for  the  young  adult  entering  commercial  and  factory  life  is  most 
susceptible  to  this  disease.  This  service  should  prove  most  valuable  to  the 
community,  particularly  when  one  realises,  as  stated  later  In  the  Report,  that 
there  were  some  35,000  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  195&  in  England  and 
Wales,  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  reduce  this  figure. 

Y/ork  has  proceeded  during  the  year  upon  Slum  Clearance.  The  Clearance 
/ere as  in  Bingham  were  dealt  with  and  a Public  Local  Inquiry  was  held  by  the 
Ministry  in  Bingham.  Later  in  the  year,  the  Clearance  Orders  in  respect  of 
the  Bingham  Nos,  1,  1A  and  2 Areas  were  confirmed.  Action  was  also  taken  with 
respect  to  the  Keyworth  Clearance  /areas  and  a Public  Local  Inquiry  was  held  in 
respect  to  these  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Work  proceeded  upon  the  Bingham  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  together  with 
the  Keyworth  Scheme,  there  should  be  soon  a very  much  improved  state  of  affairs 
in  these  villages. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  supply  of  water  to  the  District.  The  water 
supply  for  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  Syerston,  has  remained  satisfactory  to 
the  six  villages  supplied,  and  although  the  Nottingham  Water  Department  reported 
suspicious  samples,  regular  sampling  of  this  supply  in  the  various  villages  has 
never  given  rise  to  any  alarm  in  the  Department,  and  all  samples  have  been 
satisfactory.  The  water  supply  to  the  village  of  Upper  Broughton  remains  as 
the  only  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  in  the  District  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  will  be  resolved  as  soon  as  possible. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Report  to  the  implementing  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Specified  /ureas)  Order,  1956,  and  this  should  ensure  that  a safe 
milk  supply  is  available  throughout  the  District. 

Attached  to  my  Report  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent,  and  I would  stress  the  valuable  material 
in  this  Report  and  the  very  essential  preventive  work  carried  out  by  the  Staff. 

Finally,  may  I express  my  sincere  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  other  Members  of  the  Council,  for  your  continued 
interest  and  support  in  our  work.  To  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Council, 
may  I express  my  thanks  for  all  their  help,  and  particularly  to  the  Members  of 
the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,

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The  Registrar  General's  estimate  for  the  District  for  1956  shows  a marked 
decrease  in  the  population.  Thus  he  quotes  the  figure  of  21,610  for  mid-1955 
and  21,350  for  mid-1956.  There  Y/as  a natural  increase  in  the  District  of  56, 
being  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  it  is  felt  that  with  the  increasing 
number  of  people  coming  to  live  in  the  District,  the  Registrar  General's  estimate 
is  too  low. 


Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  for  1956  was  365,  compared  with  352  in  1955.  This  has 
given  rise  to  a good  increase  in  the  birth  rate.  The  new  birth  rate  is  18*97 
and  this  figure  is  a considerable  increase  upon  the  figure  of  18-1  for  1955. 

The  local  figure  is  considerably  greater  than  that  for  the  country  generally. 

The  still  birth  rate  has  fallen  very  considerably  and  is  well  below  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 


Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  fallen,  being  302,  compared  with  322  for  1955. 

As  a result,  the  death  rate  has  fallen,  resulting  in  a figure  of  10*42.  This  is 
lower  than  that  for  the  country,  the  figure  in  the  latter  case  being  11*7.  The 
corrected  death  rate  has  fallen  very  considerably,  compared  vi/ith  last  year,  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Registrar  General  has  taken  into  account  the  presence  of 
residential  hemes  and  hospitals  in  the  District,  particularly  where  these  places 
cater  for  aged  persons, 

A list  of  the  causes  of  death  appears  later  in  the  report. 


Infantile  Mortality 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  fallen  very  considerably,  the  figure  being 
13*69,  compared  with  25*6  for  the  previous  year.  The  figure  is  well  below  that 
for  the  country  which  is  23*8. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  infants  v/as  5,  whilst  in  1955  it  was  9.  The 
following  is  a table  showing  the  causes  of  death  in  these  babies

It  will  be  noted  that  all  these  deaths  were  neo-natal  ones,  i.e,  in  the 
first  4 weeks  of  life,  and  they  all  occurred  in  hospital,  except  the  boy  who 
was  3 weeks  old.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  chances  of  survival  of  these 
very  young  babies  are  not  very  bright,  especially  in  premature  and  congenital 
cases. 


Maternal  Mortality.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
during  the  year.  All  the  cases  were  scattered  throughout  the  District  and 
were  sporadic  in  character. 

Whooping  Cough, 

Again  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  this  condition. 
During  the  year  the  use  of  a combined  immunising  material  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  was  continued,  but  it  will  be  some  time  before  it  will  be 
possible  to  assess  the  value  of  the  protection  against  whooping  cough. 

If  it  has  the  success  of  the  anti-diphtheria  campaign  then  a very  valuable 
preventive  measure  will  have  evolved. 


Measles . 

There  have  been  practically  no  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year. 
There  were  532  cases  in  1.955,  but  only  3 during  1956,  There  v/as , thus,  an 
extremely  low  case  rate  compared  with  the  Country  rate. 


Acute 


No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  v/ere  notified  during  1956, 


Three  cases  of  meningitis  were  notified  during  the  year.  These  were  not 
confirmed  as  meningococcal  meningitis  and  were  probably  of  the  variety  which 
was  prevalent  in  the  Nottingham  area  and  was  known  as  "Nottingham  Meningitis". 
The  mother  of  the  children  concerned  was  confident  that  her  two  children 
contracted  the  disease  in  Nottingham  when  they  came  in  contact  with  a young 
child  who  was  reputed  to  be  "off  colour".  These  children  apparently  then 
infected  their  father.  Although  there  were  many  cases  in  Nottingham  and 
district,  these  were  the  only  cases  notified  in  the  Rural  District,  They  had 
the  typical  signs  of  meningeal  irritation,  followed  by  a rapid  recovery,  with  no 
complications. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  yeir. 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  to  t,he  Department.  This  case 
occurred  at  Saxcndale  Hospital  in  one  of  the  nursing  staff.  No  further  cases 
occurred. 


One  case  of  dysentery  was'  .reported  during  the  year. 


Anthrax. 

Ten  cases  of  bovine  anthrax  were  notified  in  the  year  and  eight  of  these 
were  confirmed.  All  the  cases  were  sporadic. 

Tuberculosis . - 

Additions  to  the  Register  were  21  cases  in  1956,  compared  with  17  in  1955. 
Of  these  additions,  V+  cases  were  fresh  notifications  of  tuberculosis, 

11  pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary,  and  the  remaining  7 were  cases  ecming  to  live 
in  the  District. 

Of  the  removals  from  the  Register,  there  were  no  deaths,  and  a further 
6 cases  have  been  removed  from  the  Register,  due  to  5 removals  out  of  the 


District  and  one  recovery  from  the  disease.

Cream  and  Water,  The  Laboratory  is  also  able  to  carry  out  chemical  analysis 
cf  food.  Mr.'  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  is  an  official  analyst  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1933. 

Ambulance  Service.

Dental  Services.

Immunisation. 


The  figures  for  diphtheria  immuni s at i on  show  an  improvement  upon  the  previous 
year.  Thus  78  babies  under  1 year  received  a full  course  of  Immunisation, 
compared  with  33  in  1955.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  babies  are  now  being 
protected  earlier  with  combined  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  prophylactics. 

The  Ministry  target  remains  at  73%  of  all  babies  under  the  age  of  1 year  being 
protected,  and  there  is  still  a lot  of  leeway  to  be  made  up. 


Vaccination. 


Vaccination  against  whooping  cough  has  continued  during  the  year  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  this  has  been  done  combined  with  the  diphtheria  immunising 
material.  There  is  no  doubt  that  parents  are  even  more  anxious  to  have  their 
children  protected  against  whooping  cough  than  against  diphtheria.  With  the 
tremendous  success  of  diphtheria  immunisation  in  mind,  it  is  anticipated  that 
similar  results  may  be  the  result  of  whooping  cough  protection. 


is  Vaccination. 


During  the  year,  the  scheme  envisaged  by  the  Ministry  was  put  into  operation. 
This  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  was  implemented  by  the 
Rural  District  Council  on  an  agency  basis  similar  to  the  vaccination  and 
immunisation  schemes. 


Sane  300  - 400  parents ■ ' expre s s ed  their  willingness  to  have  them  children 
protected  and  it  was  possible,  with  the  very  limited  supplies  available,  to 
protect  36  children. 

With  the  reopening  of  lists  for  this  preventive  measure,  there  are  now  seme 
1,300  - 1,500  children  awaiting  treatment.  The  vaccine  appears  to  offer  some 
protection  against  the  disease  and  at  the  present  moment,  the  Health  Authorities 
in  America  are  getting  a drop  of  80^5  in  the  cases  of  paralytic  polianyelitis , 
in  comparing  similar  periods  in  1955  and  1 957,  and  with  about  70/  of  the 
population  under  AO  years  of  age  protected.  If  similar  results  can  be 
obtained,  then  a very  valuable  preventive  measure  has  been  evolved. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

During  the  year,  the  County  Health  Authority  decided  to  make  this  valuable 
preventive  measure  against  tuberculosis  available  to  children  of  13  years  of  age. 
This  age  is  selected  by  the  Ministry  and  enables  school  leavers  to  develop 
protection  before  they  enter  commercial  life.  Tne  young  adult  is  particularly 
susceptible  to  infection  with  tuberculosis. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination.  (Continued) . 
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This  service  was  accepted  by  the  Rural  District  Council  on  an  agency  basis 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  commenced  in  1957.  If  the  table 
appearing  under  infectious  diseases  is  studied,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  case 
rate  for  tuberculosis  is  considerable,  both  in  the  country  generally  and 
locally,  and  with  35,815  cases  of  tuberculosis  being  notified  in  195&,  it  will 
be  realised  that  this  is  a most  valuable  preventive  measure.. 

Home  Hein  Service. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a hone  help  service  and  assistance  can 
be  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  service  covers  the  following  types  of  cases 

(1)  Maternity  cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  when  requested  by  a Medical  Practitioner. 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available. 

(A)  The  aged  and  infirm. 

No  nursing  attention  can  be  given,  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the  service. 

The  cost  of  a v/hole  time  heme  help  for  a full  42  hour  week  may  be 
considerable  to  the  hone,  but  it  is  considered  by  the  authority  and  part  or  the 
whole  may  be  remitted  in  necessitous  cases. 

The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and  leads  to  a very 
considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds,  etc.,  and  thereby  a very  great  saving 
financially  to  the  community.

Water  Supplies. 

All  the  piped  water  supplies  are  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  and 
have  no  plumb o-solvency  action. 

The  water  supply  from  the  deep  borehole  at  the  Royal  Mr  Force  Station, 
Syerston,  has  been  continued  during  the  year,  and  although  this  supply  was 
■under  question  by  the  Nottingham  Water  Department,  no  adverse  reports  have  been 
obtained  on  regular  samples  taken  by  your  Health  Department.  Samples  are  taken 
regularly  frcm  different  points  in  the  villages  supplied. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Bingham  and  Keyworth  Sewage  Disposal 
Schemes . 


This  Order  came  into  force  on  the  10th  April  195^  in  the  Rural  District, 
and  it  became  illegal  to  sell  by  retail  for  human  consumption  any  milk  except 
specially  designated,  or  pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk.  This  should  further 
prevent  the  occurrence  of  nan-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  human  beings..

Slum  Clearance. 

Official  Representations  Y/ere  made  to  the  Council  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  Keyworth  Nos.  3,4  and  3 Clearance  Areas,  and  during  the  year 
Public  Local  Inquiries  were  held  by  the  Ministry  at  Bingham,  in  respect  of  the 
Bingham  Nos.  1,  1A  and  2 Clearance  Areas  on  the  23rd  April  1 956,  and  at 
Keyworth  on  the  29th  November  1936,  in  respect  of  the  above  Keyworth  Clearance 
Areas.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Bingham 
Clearance  /ore as  referred  to  above. 
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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Report  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1956. 

The  first  Slum  Clearance  Scheme,  or  clearance  of  sub-standard  properties, 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  covering  51  houses  in  the  village  of  Bingham. 

This  included  the  obvious  village  "eyesore",  Long  Acre  Row.  Much  opposition 
was  faced  at  the  Public  Inquiry  from  tenants  and  owners,  the  latter  being 
chiefly  represented  by  the  legal  profession.  Certain  interested  persons 
considered  these  properties  to  be  "delightful  country  cottages"*  To  the 
uninitiated  at  the  Inquiry,  it  appeared  that  we  were  heavily  criticized  - sane 
criticism  was  justified,  but  in  the  main  it  is  quite  normal  procedure.  The 
final  results,  however,  were  apparent  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  tenants 
and  the  legal  profession  enjoyed  their  "verbal  battle".  No  tenants,  especially 
older  persons,  delight  in  the  prospect  of  being  uprooted  and  transplanted  away 
from  old  friends  and  surroundings  at  a much  inflated  rent.  Several  of  the 
most  vigorous  tenant  objectors  have,  since  their  move,  expressed  appreciation 
of  their  new,  dry  and  convenient  accommodation. 

Clearance  of  sub-standard  houses  must  go  on,  especially  for  persons  who 
cannot  afford  a decent  house  of  modem  standards.  The  valuable  land  where'  . 
old  and  dilapidated  cottages  stand  in  village  centres  should  be  replaced  by 
well  planned  accommodation,  suitable  to  our  present  day  expanding  requirements. 

Throughout  the  year,  a fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
maintained,  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  properties,  long  hauls, 
carrying  bins  through  Council  Houses,  all  of  which  are  extra  time  and  money 
consumers.  Very  little  time  can  be  devoted  to  maintenance  so  essential  to 
vehicles  10  years  old.  Each  vehicle  should  be  cleansed  and  painted  at  least 
every  two  years. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  salvage  of  waste  paper,  rags  and  iron  is 
bringing  in  seme  revenue. 

Water  mains  extensions  are  continuing  throughout  the  district.  It  is 
sanewhat  ironical  that  in  this  day  and  age,  whilst  the  world  talks  of  atoms, 
satellites  and  the  lice,  some  villages  are  receiving  their  first  pure,  piped 
water  supply.  The  village  of  Upper  Broughton,  owing  to  technical  difficulties , 
is  not  likely  to  receive  water  for  a few  years  yet.  Water  is  still  carted  to 
a number  of  villages  and  isolated  farms. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  active  interest  and  whole-hearted  support,  and  to  all 
Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  ready  help  and  full  co-operation  at  all 
times.

The  Government  recommendations  ox’  minimum  standards  of  slaughterhouse 
construction,  layout  and  equipment  in  England  and  Wales,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  humane  slaughter  and  hygienic  conditions,  are  as  follows : - 

(a)  The  lairing,  handling  and  slaughtering  of  animals  in  humane  manner,  insofar 
an  this  object  is  not  already  met  by  existing  regulations; 

(b)  Hygienic  conditions  for  the  handling  of  carcases  and  offal  for  human 
consumption,  and  adequate  facilities  for  the  efficient  inspection  of 
animals  and  meat; 

(c)  Satisfactory  working  conditions  and  welfare  facilities  for  persons  working 
in  slaughterhouses. 

These  standards  apply  to  new  buildings  and  to  existing  premises  on  dates 
appointed  for  each  local  authority  area  by  the  appropriate  Minister, 

At  all  premises  where  cattle  are  slaughtered,  the  provision  and  use  of 
stunning  pens  will  be  canpulsary.  In  certain  circumstances,  the  Local 
Authority  will  be  empowered  to  allow  sane  delay.  This  will  be  done  by  a 
Certificate  of  Exemption,  and  there  is  provision  for  appeal  to  a Summary  Court. 

The  existing  Regulation  forbidding  the  slaughter  of  an  animal  in  sight  cf 
other  animals,  awaiting  slaughter  will  be  applied  to  all  slaughterhouses. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygienic  Construction)  Regulations.

adequate  space  for  meat  inspection,

hot  and  cold  water  in  the  slaughterhall,  with  soap  and  nail  biush.

The  equipment  shall  be  of  such  material  and  of  such  construction  as  to  be 
easily  cleansed. 

First  Aid  Equipment. 

First  Aid  materials  shall  consist  of  waterproof  dressings. 

The  enforcement  of  these  Precisions  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority.
